The Storm Over the President's Letter 
Has Not Yet Subsidea—Gorman Will 
Have His Say To-Morrow—Brice and 
Other Conservatives Yet te Be Heard

Wasniveros, D. . July 21.—The great 
tariff storm of yesterday bas been succeeded 
by a day of political calm. Angry states- 
men, and particularly Senators, have been 
pulling themselves together and taking 
counsel of soberer thought and the admoni- 
tion of unexcited friends. No formal confer- 
ence of any kind has deen held. 
None, probably, will be held 
until ander stage of the programme 
bas been reached. The debate on the frst 
report of the Conference Committee has not 
yet closed. Mr. Gorman, Mr. Brice and 
probably Mr. Mills and others will speak on 
Monday, and then will come the question of 
acceding to the request of the House for an- 
other conference and upon what terms. 

Four motions are now pending: One by 
Mr. Vilas, to strike out the % of | cent differ- 
ential on refined sugars; two by Mr. Hill, to 
strike out the duty on coal and on iron ore, 
and one by Mr. Gray, to insist upon all of the 
Senate's amendments to the bill. 

A point of order will be made against Mr. 
Vilas’ motion, that it is not competent to 
amend an amendment to a bill after it has 
gone to conference, and this may lead toa 
very interesting parliamentary discussion. 

Mr. Hill’s motions stand no chance of car- 
rying, and so it is, that unless other motions 
are mace of greater strength and calculated 
to disturb the situation, Mr. Gray’s motion, 
which isin the ordinary form, will probably 
in the end prevail. This will put the Senate 
conferrees atthe second conference on an 
equal footing of contention with the House 
conferrees and probably facilitate a settie- 
ment.

A DUTY NOT TO BE SHIRKED. 

The President's letter has aroused a good 
deal of feeling, and may have added some 
thing to the aifficulty in the way ofan early 
adjustment. Butthe meninthe Senate re- 
sponsible for legislation could not excuse 
themselves for defeating the tariff bill by 
complaining that the President 
had put a personal as well as a 
political affront upon them. The 
argument is advanced that their 
allegiance is to the people, who are demand- 
ing a revision of the tariff, andthat so faras 
the President is concerned. Senators feel- 
ing themselves aggrieved may pay im back 
from their places in the Senate in like coin if 
they choose. Mr. Vest has already done so, 
and Mr. Gorman may do so on Monday. 

But this, it is properly urged, is beside the 
real question. Oongress is called on to give 
the country a tariff Dill, and no side issues, 


or tartexchange of compliments with any- 
body, can excuse it from the performance or 
that dury.

THE REPUBLICAN PROGRAMME. 

The Republican Advisory Committee of the 
Senate held a meeting to-day for the pur- 
pose of an exchange of views upon the 
present situation inthe Senate with regard 


to the tariff. The opinion was generally ex- 
ressed among Senators present that the 
mocratic situation was very delicate, 
and it is understood that a 
Gecision was reached that it would not 
be improved from a Republican standpoint 
by the interference of Republican Senators; 
hence they will advise members of their 
party to allow the Democratic Senators tu 
continue to do the greater part of the talk- 
ing in the Senate on the subject of the tariff 
so long as they will do so. It is also under- 
7 that the committee discussed the pol - 
ity on the part of the Republicans with ref- 
erence to the differential sugar duty and 
concluded to advise that the Repaoblican Sen- 
ators should vote solidly to strike it out 17 
they should have the opportunity to do so. 
ABSENTEES CALLED IN. 

The Republican Steering Committee of the 
Senate was in session until 9 o’ clock to-night, 
with the result that every one of the Repub- 
lican absentees has been notified by tele- 
graph to return in time for Monday’s session 
of the Senate. Mr. Cullom was to have 
started for Springfield to attend the Illinois 
Republican State Convention on Wednesday 
but has abandoned the trip. Something of 
importance in connection with the tariff 
aht is undoubtedly on foot and the Repub- 
licans are preparing to participate in it. 
Some of them express the opinion that the 
tarif bill can be beaten. 


DECLARED IT OFF.

Official Action Taken On the A. R U. 
Strike in St. Louis. 


The American Railway Union boycott and 
strike was declared off as tar as st. Louis is 
concerned ata meeting at Central Turner 
Hall last evening. The resolutions adopted 
Genounce those who have previously de- 
serted the A. R. U. standard or hunted work 
as ‘*scabs, traitors, scum of society and ene- 
mies of humanity.’’ 

The meeting was one of the largest held 
for some time. The debate was warm, but 
the resolution to end the strike carried by a 
majority of over two-thirds of those voting. 

The resolution which wasadopted was 
proposed and backed by the Executive Com- 
mittee. The sentiment of the meeting 
was taken, then the Executive Committee 
formally declared the members of the A. R. 
U. at liberty to seek employment. There 
will now probably be a race for place, as the 
roads are slow in engaging men. A 
feeling © of deep sadness mingled 
with feelings of relief was discernible on 
the faces of the men as they left the hall. 
They had hoped they would bring about the 
bigwest strike the country had ever seen 
and prove themselves master of the indus- 
trial situation. Instead, many of the leaders 
find themseives temporarily blacklisted.

THE MINORITY REPORT. 

The condemnation of those strikers, who 
had already been reinstatated, as ‘‘scabs’’ 
met with the strong disapproval ofan ac- 
tive minority of those present at the 


meeting. They protested vigorously egainst 
this clause of the resolution and 
after the meeting was over,a committee 
representing this minority called at the vari- 
ous newspaper offices to make their views 
known. ‘They explained the small vote, 47 to 
18, by saying that twenty-five or thirty men 
refused tod vote because every body is in favor 
of the clause, declaring the strike off. 

Me tried to amend the resolution by 
striking out the scab clause. said the 
spokesman of the party, dut were not al- 
lowed to do so, the previous question bein 
put.

The Englishman Who Is Spreading the 
Faith in This Country.

New Yorg, July 21.—Oha ries W. Mowbray, 
the English Anarchist, arrived here last 
Saturday on the steamer Paris. He says that 
be knew as far back as last May that his 
coming Was announced to the police of this 
city. It was courtesy for the Scotland Yard 
detectives to inform the police here,’’ said 
be. He came in the steerage and amused his 
fellow ssengers by singing Anarchist 
songs. **The custom officials did not do their 
duty, said he, or they would have dis- 
covered my Anarchist literature. He is 
stopping in Newark and went before the 
clerk of the court in Newark, N. J., and took 
out his first papers announcing his intention 
of becoming a eitizen of the United States. 

Mowbray is 88 years old, was born in En- 
glandand has served in the English army. 
He bas been an Anarchist for fifteen years. 
He is a tallor and stands high among the 
leaders of the British trades unions. He has 
a full beard, a high forehead, talke in a 
straight forward manner and seems to be- 
lieve everything he says. He has often been 
in {English prisons. 

Mowbray has prepared the following state- 
ment, embracing the creed of his sect, the 
hope of Anarchists and the purpose of the 
propaganda in this country. The statement 
fallows: 

It has not often happened that the people 
of the United States have taken exception to 
an Englishman landing on its shores, bat the 
unusual event has happened at last. I was 
not aware before the other day that I was 
such a dangerous person. On 
trary, my friends in England have thought 
me rather mild. The of®cialsof the United 
States Government hold a different view, 
Dased on what we call in England funk. 
bred, no doubt,from the fear born of corrup- 
tion and incapacity. They surely cannot 
base thelr opposition to me on anything I 
have said, for I have not yet 
spoken on a platform in the 
country, nor can it be anything 
I have written, for this is the first article I 
have written since landing. What is it, 
then, which caused this outburst of official 
indignation (for the people do not object)? 
Ifearitisas Shakespeare said: ‘Oonscience 
makes cowards of us all!’ The knowledge 
that misery, under which the vast body of 
the people are suffering, not alone in Amer- 
ica, buteverywhere that this bogus civiliza- 
tion has planted its foot, causes those who 
have taken on themselves the task of gov- 
erning a vast amount of uneasiness when 
some one or other takes on himself the 
task of calling the attention of the 
workers to the misery under which 
they suffer, and, what is more important 
still, shows this army of miserables all over 
the world the ‘way out’ toa brighter and 
better life. It seems that my word was 
doubted whenlstated thatI came dy the 
Paris an@thatIdid not disguise myself. I 
can only reiterate that whatI said was true. 
I dia not Gisguise myself, for it would have 
been no good ifasmart detective had been 
looking for me, and in proof of my non-dis- 


guise I gave my cerrect name and address to 


people who were traveling to Kansas City, 
Fall River and Jersey City. It i true that I 
salled under a nom de plume, but in this 
I have only followed many well known per- 
sons who change their names while travel- 
ing. 


But enough of this, I am here and shall go 


away when I like, unless force is used to 
compel me to return. I came on a mission 
of peace. You laugh no doubt when I say 


peace, and you think about the actions of 


men and women who have been identified 
with the 
tell yout actions, this violence, have no 
more to do with Anarchism than it had to do 
with every movement of the past toward 
progress. 
the capitalists and governing classes 
render the lives of the people 
unbearable, first by thelr exploitation 


of the results of labor and second by their 


brutal indifference tothe misery they are di- 
rectly responsible for, and thirdly by their 
use of force at all times to coerce the people 
into submission whenever their misery goads 
them to rebel, who in his senses can 
wonder at the acts of violence which every 
now ana then are committed by some man or 
woman who comes in his or her own mind to 
the conclusion that he or she will strike a 
blow, if only for revenge against this society 
based as it is on force, fraud and lying. And 
we who ¢all attention to these eviis are 
blamed for causing this violence. It would 
be well for the people if they would rid them- 
selves of cant.

form part of the text and reading books in 
the educational lastitutions of the near 
fature. Such at any rate isthe mental atti- 
tude of the Anarchist toward society, and 
beneath this attitude, at the rootof their 
theories, lies a something Geeper, a sense of 
passionate reverénce for human personality, 
that new born sense, perhaps the profound 
est experience which the ages have 
bitherto revealed to man, which is- yet des- 
tined to transform human relations, that 
sense which is still formless and inexpress- 
ible to most of us, even those who it most 
strongly stirs, and to which Whitman has 
given the most adequate and impartial 
voice. Isthis attitude of heart and mind 
which must logically lead a manon to com- 
mit homicida!] outrage? With such feelings 
and such convictions must we not rather 
attach a peculiar sanctity to human life? 

In fact, the genuine Anarchist looks with 
sheer horror on every destruction, every 
mutilation of a Ruman Deing, physical or 
moral. He loathes wars, executions and im- 
prisonments, the grinding down of the work- 
ers’ whole nature in a Geary round of toll, 
the sexualand economic slavery of woman 
the oppression of childres, the crippling an 

isoning ot human nature by the preventa- 

le cruelty and 1 of man to man in 
every shape and form. Certain\y this frame 
of mind aud homicidal outrage cannot stand 
in the relation of cause and effect. Is it the 
outcome cf Anarchist convictions? Ana when 
using the term Anarchist i throughout mean 
communist or socialistic anarchism, and 
under the term homicidal outrage Iam, of 
course, not dealing with violence used in 
direct and immediate self-defen ss. 

As a Commoanist-Anarchist, I look on 
humen societies as essentially natural 
groups of individuais who have grown into 
association for the sake of ** 
one another in self production and develop- 
ment. Artificially formed empires, con- 
structed and held together by force, I regard 
asamiserable sham. The soc which I 
desire would be that which would dound 
together by real mpathies aud common 
aims. Whereinalithe world do und so- 
ciety dound dy such ties as I have ?

m my eyes, the true purpose of every 
such natural society, whetner’* be a 
nation or a federation of nations, is to give 
every member of it the largest possibie op- 
portunities in life. The object of the asso- 
ciation is to increase the opportunities of the 
individual. One isolated human Deing is 
helpless ,a hopeless slave to external nature, 
whereas the limits of what is possible to hu- 
man deins in free and rational association 
are as yet unimagined. Now, 1 hoid a 
natural society good in proportion, as it an- 
swers whatI believe to be its true purpose, 
and bad :in proportion as ft Geparts from 
that purpose, and instead of enlarging the 
lives of the individuals com posing, it crushes 
and narrows them. 

For instance, when society recognizes the 
right ofa few men to the exclusive posses- 
sion of the soll., and thereby prevents others 
from enjoying or using it, except on hard 
terms, I nold that society, in so far as it rec- 
ognizes such an arrangement, is bad, and 
fails of its purpose, because such an arrange- 
ment, instead of enlarging the opportunities 
for a full human life for every one, cruelly 
curtails them for all workers, and many 
others. Such is my view in general, and, 
of course, 1 endeavor to find and make 
clear to myself and to others the main 
issue why our own society is here and now 
falling so dismaily in many directions to ful- 
fill its true function. I have arrived at the 
conclusion that the causes of failure ate 
mainly two, first the unhappy recognition of 
authority of man over man, as a morally 
right principle, athing to be accepted and 
submitted, instead of being resisted as es- 
sentially evil and wrong. Second, the equal- 
ly unhappy Arye gy = of the right of prop- 
erty, the right of individuals who have com- 
plied with certain legal forms to monopolize 
material things, whether they are 
using them, or need to use them or 
not, and whether they have produced them 
or not. To me this state of pubiic 
conscience which permits these two princi- 

les of authority and property to hold sway 
u our social life seem to be at the root of our 
miserable condition, and, therefore, I am 
against ail institutions which are based on 
these principles or tend to keep them up. 1 
am not an enemy of society, but only of anti. 
social abuses. My convictions close to me 
one form of social action, which is pariia- 
mentary agitation. I cannot conscientiousiy 
take partinany sort of government, or try 
to relieve the cruei pressure on human lives 
by means of government reform, because 
ohne of the worst possibie eviis I 
could do my fellowmen would be to 
strengthen their idea that the 
rule of man over man is right. Of course, 
every well meant attempt of the men in 
power to better things tendsto confirm peo. 
ple in the belief that to have men in power is 
not after all a social evil, Whereas my idea is 
to convince them that authority is no essen. 
tial part of the human association, but on the 
contrary is in a mind a disruptive element, 
and one to be eliminated, if we would have 
social union without unjust and unequal 


pressure. 
On this point, perhaps, I differ with other 
Socialists. Governments have at all times 
existed solely for the purposes of repres- 
sion. No step yet taken to advance the 
human family toa higher grade of civiliza- 
tion but has been opposed dy those in au- 
thority by the most iyingand brutal means 
that lay in their power. I have no reason to 
believe that any form of government would 
treat its opponeats in any other way 
than as ehemies who ought to be exter- 
minated. Governments hesitate not, neither 
do they Giseriminate between those who 
openly attack them by Violence and those 
who confine themselves to the spreading of 
an idea. For instance s the telegram 
sent from Bareeiona to England which - 
peared in the London Times Of Nov. 19, ; 
7erhe propagandists of anerchistic doc- 
trines will ve treated with the same severity 
as the actual pe trators Of outrage. Is 
it to be woade at then that men who are 
rsecuted, as nad been the exponents ot our 
dea on the continent of Europe, should 
strike a blow in revenge as an answer to the 
wron ted on their comrades 
name 


in e of law? I do 

not wonder that Santo should have 
read the murder of Vaillant by 

murder of Caraot. Carnot was

It may be asked what antidote have I to 
Offer, as against Parliamentary action. I 
have one ip cular. Education of the 
workers toa true sense of their duties and 
responsibilities to themselves and to society, 
the stirring up ofa desire for a higher and no- 
bler life in place of this miserable life of hard 
work and cheap beer, which unfortunatly 
seems to be their only desire. I feel con- 
vinced that once we can stir the masses of 
the workers to desire better

them for the ig civilization 
to which society is advancing. We want 
work forall who are physically capable of 
performing work, we want the destruction 
of monopoly inthe means of life, and the 
abolition of coercive authority, in a word we 
want liberty to enjoy life by labor untram- 
melied by legal restrictions, which is An- 
archiem, and equality of opportunities in the 
enjoyment of the combined products of our 
socialized labor, which iscommunism. This 
to my mind, justifies our propaganda. While 
homicidal outrages are neither a logical out- 
come of Anarchist principles, nora practi- 
cal necessity of Anarchistic action, they 
are a social phenomenon, which Anarchists 
and all social revolutionists must 
prepared to face. Ihere is a truism that the 
man in the street seems always to forget 
when he is abusing Anarchists, or whatever 
party happens to be his bete noir for the mo- 
mert, as the cause of some outrage just per- 
petrated. The indisputable fact is that 
homicidal outrages uave from time imme- 
morial been the reply of goaded and desper- 
ate Classes, and goaded and desperate indi- 
viduals, to wrongs from their fellow-men 
which they felt to be intolerable. Such acts 
are the violent recoil from violence, 
whether 1 or depressive. 
They are the last desperate straug- 
gle of outraged and exasperated 
uman nature for breathing space and lite. 
A conception like anarchism, which on the 
one hand threatens every vested interest 
aud on the otner holds out a vision of a free 
and noble life to be won by struggie against 
existing wrongs, is certain to rouse the 
fercest opposition and bring the whole de- 
presstve system of ancient evil into violent 
contact with the tremulous outburst of a 
new hope. We Anarchists only say plainly 
wnat many think inwardly, that the social 
revolution is a necessity of the times and will 
come in spite of opposition. We only desire 
to make it an intelligent revolution, and even 
though we fall we shall have the satisfaction 
of knowing that we tried to leave the world 
better than we found it.

The action of the strikers in 
Sacramento was brought about by a com- 
mittee of citizens, who showed them their 
cause was now hopeless, and persuaded the 
men to try and get back while there was yet 
a chance. 

Last Thursday Superintendent Fillmore

WaSHINGTON, D. O., July 21.—Several wit- 
nesses were before the Sugar Investigation 
Committee to-day, and although Senator 
Gray and his associates refused to make puc- 
lic even an outline of the testimony, it is un- 
derstood that at last a promising lead has 
been struck, and that some sensational de- 
velopments may be expected. 

All of the witnesses were examined con- 
cerning the charge that Senator Camden, 
notwithstanding his denials, speculated in 
sugar while the sugar schedule was being 
Grafted by the Senate Finance Committee. 
This charge is more specific than any ether 
that bas been made against a Senator, and 
from all reports it is more susceptible of 
proof, as it is believed that the original stock 
order in Mr. Camden’s name is still in exist- 
ence. 

Just who holds the document is not known, 
bat its possession by one of four or five peo- 
ple has been pretty clearly fixed. The com- 
mittee is evidently making a strong effort to 
locate the order, 
Mr. Camden will be thoroughly probed be- 
fore any other of the features, which have 


been developed recently are taken up for 


laquiry. 


Senator Gray and his associates justify the 
absolute secrecy that has been maintained

The gen- 
eral character ofthe charges made before, 
and the specific charge that is advanced now 
has, in the opinion of the committee, called 
for a different course of procedure, and until 
the Camden charge is sifted to the bottom no 
report of the testimony taken on the subject 
will be made public. 

It was reported to-day that the committee 
received from one of the witnesses a Value- 
less clew as tothe whereabouts of the alleged 
Camden stock order, but the members of the 
committee declined absolutely to sar 
whether this was true or not. It is believed, 
however, that the committee is not working 
entirely in the dark. 

The principal witness to-day was Albert 
W. Seip, who has been represented as ad- 
mitting that he knew that a certain Senator, 
supposed to be Mr. Oamden, had placed or- 
ders for sugar stock during the spring and 
to have stated, furthermore, that the order 
was executed by a man representing in this 
cily the firm of seymour, Young & Co., New 
York brokers. It is understood that Mr. Seip 
furnished the committee with the name of 
this party and that a subpoena for him has 
been issued. The firm of seymour, Youn 

Co. have an office on Fourteent 
street, between Fand G, inthis city, but at 
the time of the alleged transaction its branch 
was located in the Riggs House. Mr. Seip 
Stated to the committee, it is understood, 
that the information to the eect that a Sen- 
ator had placed an order for Sugar stock 
came to him through very reliable sources, 
which he is saidto have disclosed. My Seip 
sald the order was given to a solicit for 
Seymour Young & Co., who has since left the 
employ of this firm and is now working for 
Wueeler 4 Co. According to Mr, Seip when 
the order had been executed this party ob- 
tained from the firm the original copy, and, 
as far as he was aware, had it 
still in his possession, Mr. Seip, moreover 
is understood to have given e committee 
the names of other Senators who speculated 
in Sugar at about the time the alleged Cam- 
den order was placed, and it is expected that 
bis testimony when published will be found 
to be of a sensational charater. 

Mr. Seip is believed to have given the 
committee some leadin cues as 
to the testimony in substantiation of these 
statements. In Mr. Seip’s opinions, the 
Senator whose order was placed through 
Seymour Young & Co., denied that he Had 
speculated forthe reason, ashe imagined, 
that the admission might jeopardize hig 
chances of re-election this .

THE ST. LOUIS COURTS HAVE RECEIVED 
OVER A QUARTER OF THE TOTAL 


How the Change of Venus Law Works, 
Making the Prosecution of Criminals 
Expensive to the State—The Law of 
Continuance. 


Jerrerson City, Mo., July 21.—The last 
General Assembly appropriated the sum of 
$525,000 for the payment of ‘‘costs in crimi- 
nal cases’’ during the years 1893 and 1894. 
The full amount of this appropriation has 
now been drawn oat ot the State Treasury. 
At present the resulting deficiency can be es- 
timated at about $160,000, 

During the years 1893 and 1834 the sum of 
$135,023.88 has been paid out of the State 
Treasury for expenses of criminal prosecu- 
tions in the City of St. Louis. That is, this 
amount nas been paid to the court officers of 
that city for their own fees, fees ot wit- 
nesses, jurors, etc. This aggregate sum has 
been paid as follows:

Would it be asking too much, that for the 
sake of comparison and with a view to en- 
lighten the pubtic, you procure and publish 
in your calamus the amount of manufactur- 
ers’ license paid by each brewery in St. Louis 
for the year 1893? 

Buch @ statement at this time will be quite 
interesting reading matter, as those versed 
with the tent of the business Gone by the 
various breweries can then draw their own 
conciusions regarding the correctness of the 
statement filed by each prior tothe issue of 
the license. 

The ordinances make it the duty of the 
Collector to Kamine the books of a con- 
cern, verify itssworn license returns and 
prosecute and present to the Grand- jury 
the makers of false returns. 

But the same orainances provide that 
the statements or returns made to the Col- 
lector by merchants and manulacturers 
shall not be made public, aad shall not 
be subject to inspection by any person 
except the Mayor, Comptroller and 
members ot the Municipal Assembly 

This is a most excellent provision to 
facilitate collusion, fraud, favoritism and 
‘‘ranke-offs’’ im the collection of revenue 
from licenees. This is what makes the 
Collector such a tremendous potentate. 

By autocratically extending this pro- 
vision so as to prevent press or public from 
inspecting any records whatever in his 
office, the present Collector has acquired 
the title of Czar. He would not permit 
rémonstrapts fighting against the location 
of a saloon in their block to inspect and 
compare the signatures to the saloon peti- 
tion with the signatures to the remon- 
strance. And the records which he hid 
from press and public are now hidden from 
the Grand-jury also, the Collector report- 
ing that he cannot find them. 

Under this system a vast amount of 
saloon revenue was diverted to private 
pockets and collections of merchants’ and 
manufacturers’ licenses have decreased 
while the number and business of firms 
were greatly increased. 

There will be many a false return and 
many a queer payment in connection 
therewith while this system is continued.

THE EAILROAD INCUBUS. 


In round numbers the liabilities of the 
railroads of this country amount to §11,- 
000, 000, 000. 

This sum is so enormous that it is be- 
yond the power of the human imagination 
The 
highest point reached by the public debt 
of the country on account of the cost of 
the civil war was §2,773,236,173.69—less 
than a third of the railroad debt. 

These railroad liabilities are as mucha 
tax on the country as the public debt. 
They are mortgages on the resources of the 
people. Mvery dollar of principal, every 
dollar of dividends on the stock and every 
dollar of interest on the bonds must be 
paid out of the earnings of the people. 
Rvery citizen must give a share of his in- 
come, of the fruits of his toil in the form 
of railway charges for travel or transporta- 
tion of goods to meet this debt. 

The question of the honesty of the debt 
therefore becomes one that profoundly 
concerns every citizen. If the debt is 
honest it isa fair tax on the people for 
the benefits of railroad facilities. If any 
part of it is dishonest that part represents 
the robbery of the people in.the worst 
form—worse than burglary or highway 
robbery, because the burglar or highway 
robber takes only what is within reach, 
whereas the railway bond robber takes a 
permanent lien on the prosperity of the 
people and the earnings of their posterity. 

The history of railroad construction and 
manipulation is sufficient answer to the 
question asto the honesty of the debt. 
The notorious plundering of the Pacifie 
roads has been duplicated in varying de- 
grees all over the country. The limit of 
the burdens of most of the roads have not 
been fixed by the cost of construction and 
equipment but by the possibility of future 
earning capacity. ‘‘All that the traffic 
can bear has been the rule of the rail 
road plunderers who have used the roads 


jas public servants for privileges and pri- 


vate corporations for greed.

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COMTEMPTIBLE WORK.

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THE HAWAIIAN REPUBLIC. 

The dissolution of the Provisional Gov- 
ernment of Hawaii and the establishment 
of the Republic means nothing except that 
the oligarchy has confirmed it power. 

The purpose of the men at the head of 
the new Government is precisely what it 
was when they called themselves Provis- 
ional Presidents and Generals. It is to 
further the cause of annexation and get the 
United States to lay cables and establish 
costly postal lines for the little group of 
monopolists who have got possession of 
the islands. 

How the people of the United States are 
to be benefited by this scheme has never 
been madeclear. Neither the moral nor 
material welfare of Americans can be pro- 
moted by the acquisition of a group of 
little islands in the middle of a vast ocean, 
peopled by a dying race and afew adven- 
turers who are citizens of the world and 
owe no allegiance to anything in particular. 
Commercially speaking annexation would 
add not a dollar to the wealth 
of the American people, although it might 
enrich a few Senators, and from a 
military point of view they are a disad- 
Nor have 
Mr. Dole and his friends shown how union 
with this country will promote the wel- 
fare of the Hawaiians themselves. Their 
only gain would seem tobe the more or 
less proud privilege of calling themselves 
American citizens, which might perhaps 
mitigate their lot as submissive serfs of the 
sugar lords. 

Nevertheless the annexationiste will 
not let their purpose die. As long as there 
isajingo sentiment in this country, as 
long as our Government is used as 4 con- 
venient instrument of monopoly and spe- 
cial privilege, just solong willthe Ha- 
waiian question be lurking in the back- 
ground or strutting at the front of Amer- 
ican politics. When we make it impos- 
sible for any individual, native or for- 
eigner, to make a profit out of ‘*conces- 
sions’’ and special privileges it will not 
be worth the while of J|Hawaiian speculat- 
ors to work for political union with the 
United States. 
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WOLSELSY’S “MARLBOROUGE.”’ 


The extracts we have seen from the two 
volumes already published of Lord Wolse- 
ley’s ‘‘Lafe of Marlborough leave no 
room for doubt that the completed 
work will be a very different affair from 
that of his clerical predecessor, the late 
Rev. Archdeacon Coxe, whom Thackeray 
has immortalized in melodious doggerel: 

Of patties fercest and warriors big, 

He Writes in phrases dull and slow; 
And waves his caulifiower wig, 
Andshouts, St. George for Marlboro! 

Whatever else the book may be, it will 
certainly not be dull, judging from the 
liberal foretaste now given; and much 
may be pardoned in a book which has the 
supreme qualification of readableness. 

The subject is a fine one for the writer 
who knows how to treat it; and though 
treated by many writers great and small, 
from Swift and Macaulay down to Alison 
and Coxe, it is by no means exhausted. 
Of all the famous and infamous men who 
flourished in the last half of the seven- 
teenth and first quarter of i the 
eighteenth century, not one has 
so happily combined the height of 
fame and the depth of infamy as John 
Churchill, Duke of Mariborough—unques- 
tionably the greatest soldier Eagland has 
ever produced. Asan interesting end in- 
structive study in the exhaustiess volume 
of human nature, it is doubttul whether 
the whole range of history, ancient and 
modern, ean furnish his equal. The mar- 
velously beautiful face of the bust now in 
the British Museum belonged to a body 
not less beautiful and equipped with such 
graces of speech and ection as no man or 
woman—even those who knew him best— 
was ever able to resist. et this body held 
a soul as utterly destitute of moral princt- 
ple as any that has left its mark apon the 
annals of the race. Fearing neither God, 
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traitor; literaily steeped in treason to the 
very lips. He betrayed friends and bene- 
factors with no more hesitation than he | 
did his enemies. He betrayed James to 
William of Orange, and when William was; 
King was more than ready—even anxious— 
tray him to James. In furtherance 
of this last design, the man for whom

sailors and soldiers by sending to Louis 
XIV. secret information in regard to the 
proposed naval attack upon Brest!

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DETROI£’S POTATO SCHEME. 


There is a charity scheme in Detroit 
which city officials in most places would 
grieve to see come into general practice. 

A millionaire has consented to lend to 
the city seven acres of good suburban 
potato ground on condition that the 
Mayor and city officials shall themselves 
turn out in person, prepare the land and 
cultivate and harvest the crop, which will 
then be distributed among the hungry 
poor. All parties having agreed to the 
plan, thg potato-raising will be proceeded 
with. 

Doubtless many of these city officials 
will bitterly regret the benevolent offer of 
reallabor in the cause of charity, and, 
after a day’s hoeing in the potato patch, 
will even wish themselves dead, but 
Mayor Hazen Pingree, who has a little 
presidential boom tolook after, will no 
doubt see that there is no shirking. 
There is even talk of planting many other 
acres in charity potatoes,and should there 
bea sudden exodus of city officials from 
Detroit during the potato season—a real 
flight of dismayed and disheartened office- 
holders—nobody will be surprised. 

It is a question whether all city govern- 
ments might nat be greatly improved by 
large charity potato farms on the Detroit 
plan.

A Roard ot Control for 7. Louis. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

In reading of the committee appointed by 
the Legislature of New York to examine iato 
the irreguiarities in the affairs of New York 
City and in riding over our own city, two 


ideas occurred to me which I will present to 
your readers, to see if my views can car- 
ried toa practical conciasion. One idea is to 
have a Board of Control and the other isa 
Board of Public Taste, which I would call the 
Board of Control and Public Taste. i would 
suggest it consist of seven gentlemed named 
by the judges of the Circuit Court, who 
shoulda perpetuate themselves by nominating 
a successo in case of death or resigaation, 
to be confirmed by the judges. Th board 
should be clothed with a general supervisory 
power over all the affairs of our city, to in- 
spect any and all officers’ dooks or accounts 
at irregular intervals by its oon bookkeeper 
or assistants, with power to dismiss any 
supernumerary clerk or Gerelict. In most 
tnstances I would confine the power of the 
board te recommendatory action, but certain 
ordinances, such for instance as yh 
franchises, I would require the board to sign 
the Dill as well as the Mayor before it be- 
came a law, the object being that the city’s 
interest should be guarded as zealously as 
that ofa private corporation and managed 
in as economical and business-like manner. 
The board should be required to Keep an 
office at ——, where all complaints or any 
information could be registered in books for 
the purpose and where all the acts and 
resolutions of the board could be recorded. 

The board should investigate anything it 
saw fit to do pertaining to tue public offices, 
with power to compel witnesses and 
do any and all things necessary 
fulfill its duties, baving its Ow 
book-Keeper, attorney and clerks, It shoul 
recommend irom time to time to the proper 
authorities such improvements (not eon 
fiicting with the duties of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements) as it saw fit, and such 
changes or addition to our laws as it thought 
Gesirable. It should endeavor to educate 
public taste so that the many disagreeable 
sights one meets with in the streets aad par- 
ticularly alleys and vacant lots shouid not be 
permitted. 

Also to keep plans of bulldings, gateways, 
fences, fountains and such like, so those 
2 2 vullding can have advantage 
of the best and latest improvements. 

Also lists of trees, shruds and plants most 
suitable to decorate our streets, parks and 
private lawns. It should have control in a 
measure of the kind of houses to be erected 
in certain localities and control over the 
shade trees on the streets so as to have 
a general plan with a view to harmony. 
It should use every Means to educate the 
public taste so they would keep their prem- 
ises in a neatanu cleanly manner, and after 
a proper experience and when the public 
taste has been brought to a proper degree, 
the board should formulate a plan to im- 
prove and beautify our city so that in a com- 
pareiiveiy few years we will have one of the 
most economical, best governed, cleanly and 
beautiful cities in the world. 

If Mew York City had had sucha board do 
you think the millions stolen could have 
been possibile? 

If each house-holder was required to put 
his name on his Dack gate do you think his 
alley woald be so filthy?

At 
the offices in the Mills building the clerk in 
charge said he was not permitted to give any 
information. The news of the dividend was 
officially announced from Chicago. The di- 
rectory 1s composed of G. Mu. Pullman, Mar- 
shall Fiela, John W. Doane, N. M. Williams 
and O. S. Sprague of Chicago; H. OC. Hurlbert 
of New York and Henry Reed of Boston. A 
few days ago Mr. Field was reported to be in 
Europe, Mr. Doane in New England ana Mr. 
Sprague at Long Branch, Mr. Hulbert in New 
York and Mr. Reed in Boston. The capital 
stock of the company, which Mr. Pullman 
said was not watered, is $36,000,000. The div- 
end amounts to $720,000. Thus $2,880,000 
will be paid outas the profits ofa year ata 
time when it is announced that employes’ 
Wages must be reduced because the com- 
pany is making no money. The company 

hae been cutting wages and giving only part 
time for months on the plea of running ata 
loss. For weeks the works have been closed 
on account of a great strike involving im- 
mense financial losses, but the company has 
not missed a dividend. 

The stock rose half a point yesterday on the 
strength of the dividend, being quoted at 159. 
It was said by brokers that the company 
would pay the dividend out of the surplus 
rather than lower the stock by passing it.

Want the Convention’s Nomination. 


OTHER DISTINGUISHED REPUBLICANS 
PUSHING CLAIMS AT SPRINGFIELD. 


Cullem’s Effort te Heep Them Longing 
Till After the Fall Electiens—Deeper 
Interest His Object—A Republican 
Legisiature Seught—The Aspiration ef 
William Eg Mason—New Names to Be 
Sprung—Against a Popular Nemi- 
mation. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., July 21.—If Shelby M. 
Cullom has his way the Republican state 
Convention, which meets here at noon next 
Wednesday, will not nominate him for 
United states Senator. Mr. Cullom wants to 
go Dack to the Senate badly enough, and that 
is the reason he does not want the conven- 
tion to nominate him. 

There are other distinguished Republicans 
who long for a senatorial toga. Mr. ‘ ullom 
wants to keep them longing until after the 
fall elections. They are likely, in that 
frame of mind, to take a deeper interest 
in the campaign, and thus help Mr. 
Cullom elect a Republican Legislature that 
will send bim back tothe Senate. If his am- 
bitious rivals are defeated at the outset, ar- 
gues the Senator, their usefulness in the 
campaign is at an end, and he will ve left to 
fight the battle single- handed. Therefore, 
all the Cullom infiueace will be used to fore- 
stall a Senatorial nomination by the State 
Convention. But should a nomination be- 
come inevitable then Mr. Cullom of course 
will not be Dackward in asking for it. 

MA6ON’S ASPIRATION. 

The only Republican bold enough to try to 
rob Cullom of his toga is Wm. E. Mason of 
Chicago, an ex-Congressman,a railroad at- 
torney, and famous for saying bright things. 
**Billy’’ Mason 1s a jollxy fellow and he has 
made friends and won delegates so fast that 
the Cullom people are very uneasy. Mr. 
Mason naturally favors a nomination 
by the convention. He has been 
industriously at work and has 
about 250 delegates instructed for him. 
Something over 400 are instructed for Cullom 
and the balance of the 1,835 delegates are un- 
instructed. The uninstructed delegates in- 
cladethe 872from Coos County. The Cook 
County delegation is instructed, however, to 
vote against the proposition of a convention 
nomination, but inthe event of a nomina. 
tion being made ‘‘Billy’’ Mason expects, and 
will, probably, get a good share of the dele- 
gates from his own county. 

NEW NAMES TO BE SPRUNG. 

There isa possibility that in case the con- 
vention decides to nominate, three or four 
other names may be sprung in the conven- 

ion, among them the names of eK Gov. 
Oglesby and ex-Gov. Fifer. But Cullom 18

STORY TOLD BY GEORGE LITTLEDALE, 
THE FAMOUS TRAVELER. 


Defenseless Women Missienaries in the 
Center af a Chinese Population—OCen- 
stentiy insulted in the Grossest Way 
— Ther Mission Is to Oonmvert the 
Heathen by falvation Army Methods. 


Special Vorrespondence SUNDAY POST-DisraTcu. 

Lonpon, July 21.— There was recently pu- 

lished in the London Geographical Journal a 
paper by Mr. George Littledale, a famous 
traveler and a contributor to the National 
Museum of Natural History at South Ken- 
sington, in the course of which he made a 
statement of much interest. 
He and his wife have just returned to Ion- 
don after an adventurous journey from 
Batum to Pekin. In the town of Kwel-Hwa- 
Cheng, he writes, there was a colony of 
Swedish girts living alone. They had been 
sent out by an American. These poor ladies 
had been exposed to many insults on their 
way up country and to daily remarks in the 
streets of the town, aad one shudders to 
think what may be their fate. It is dificult 
to speak temperately of a society or indivia- 
ual that in the name of religion lightly takes 
the responsibility of sending these women 
out wholesale to a country like China, and 
when there leave them practically without 
supervision or protection, and with most in- 
adequate means. It will scarcely be cred- 
ited that, though they usually go 
about in pairs, a girl hardly 
speaking a word of the language will 
sometimes be sent alone with a Chinaman 
several days journey inacartto visit some 
town where there is no European. Alto- 
gether, I don't think Mrs. Littledale or I 
have ever felt more sad than the day we left 
those kind, enthusiastic open-hearted 
Swedes.’’ 

When this was printed I had some dim 
culty in securing a meeting with Mr. Little- 
dale, having first applied for his address to 
Dr. Gunther, the Secretary of the Natural 
History Museum. He said he could not grant 
their request unless frst the purpose of 
the inquiry was communicated to 
Mr. Littiedale, of whose character and 


U he spoke in high terms, and re- 
ceived his consent. Interviews with noted 
people in England outside the theatrical 
profession are matters of importance and 
arrangement. However, Mr. TLittledale 
promptly replied that he would like to see 
me. inquiry in regard to him makes clear 
that he is beyond most travelers to the 
flowery Kingdom quite thoroughly acquaint- 
od with the Chinese characteristics and 
customs, so that the view he takes of the 

osition of these women missionaries is 
ounded, not on a vague prejudice against 
the Chinese, but on actual personal knowl- 
edge of the people. He isextremely modest 
in manner and displayed the most scrupulous 
care in formulating his charges. e isa 
gentleman of good social position, who has 
devoted his life to scientific study 
and is held highly dy the savants 
of the geographical ana other learned so- 
cleties. He received your representative at 
the Junior Carlton Club. ‘‘ My sole _ object 
and destre, he said, in giving this matter 
further publication in the United states in 
response to your request is to prevent, if 
possible, any further detachments of these 
young women being sent to China dy 
this or any other American mis- 
sionary societies to obtain succor for those 
already unfortunately there. I delleve they 
came there under the escort of a Swedish 
missionary. When they got there they had 
not enough money to provide themselves 
with a hoase of their own, but recently they 
acquired one,and they had dome the best 
they could with their slender allowance 
to furnish it. They seemed to be very 
lily provided with money, as when we were 
there there was a doubt whether they would 
be able to buy the sheepskin clothing which 
is absolutely indispensable in that climate in 
— ege The winter is exceedingly severe 
there. 

Were they happy? Dia they complain of 
the way they had been treated?“ 

Oh, no, they made no complaint, They 
were extremely keen on their work and de- 
lieved that they were going to convert the 
heathen. The fact is that they are totally 
unacquainted with the people or the work 
they have before them. They were extreme- 
ly Kind to us, and there could be no doubt at 
allastothe fervor of their religious inten- 
tions. That fact made their helplessness and 
the peril of their position all the more 
pathetic.’’

ENGLAND’S CHIEF JUSTICE. 


Celebrated Lawyer, Who Defended 
Charles Stewa:it Parnel!. 


The successor of Lord Coleridge as Chief 
Justice of England is Lord Russell-Killoween 
better known as Sir Charles Russell. The 
new justice was born in Ireland 61 years 
ago. He began his legal career as a solicitor 
in Dundalk. When he was 26 years old he 
went to London and was called to the bar 
at Lincoln’siInn. From the very beginning 


he displayed great qualities as an advocate, 
and when he became queen’s counsel after 
thirteen years of practice, his income was 
larger than that of any other junior of his 
time. His skill n conducting cases of a 
somewhat sensational nature was early 
shown in connection with the actions for 
libel brought against Mr. Labouchere, the 
editor of Truth, whom he defended with 
almost unpvarying success. Won Sir 
Charies became attorney-general under 
Gladstone he enjoyed an annual income of 
$125, 000. 


The 
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Sir Charles Russell. 

Sir Charles has earned a greater reputa- 
tion as an orator than almost any other 
practitioner at the English bar. His voice 
hasaslightiIrish bDrogue, which renders his 
speech the pleasanter to hear, while his 
mastery of effective quotations from Shaks- 
peare and of gesture, together with a very 
mobile countenance, only add to his oratori- 
cal powers. A writerin the London Law. Ga- 
cette once wrote of Sir Charles: He has be- 
come the doyen of the bar by virtue ofa rare 
combination of most excellent gifts. His 
eloquenee is wedded to logie, his cleverness 
ig accompanied by industry, his 
sistency is allied to tact, 
knowlege of law is joined by a wide 
acquaintance with the world. His power 
of work is due to his power of 
concentration. A great lawyer he cannot 
claim to be. His legal learning Is not of the 
high order of Richard Webster’s and R. T. 
Reia’s. He has earned bie reputation en- 
tirely as an advocate and his claim to dis- 
tinction rests upon his prowess as a cross- 
examiner.’’ Sir Charles was leading counsel 
for the Queen before the Behring Sea ard 
tration tribunal at Paris, and there again 
displayed qualities of a high orderand not in 
the line of cross-examination by any means. 
Sir Charies, or rather Lord Russell-Killo- 
ween, is not only an Irishman, but a Roman 
Catholic, being the first one of that religious 
faith to reach the Lord Chief Justiceship 
since the English reformation.

The weather is @ common subject of con- 
versation in English, as novelists have re- 
marked. Just now it is particolariy mter- 
esting. The SuspaY Post-DitsPatcH in this 
article seeks to give people an opportunity 
of putting more intelligence and informa- 
tion than usual into their conversation on 


this subject. 


Washington has prepared a very abie review 
of the weather conditions in the United 
States. This is the first time a review of this 
kind has been published. it covers the six 
months which ended June 30. 

This review is of sctentine value and may 
furnish much material for specuiation. It 
shows that the temperature and the rainfall 
in the Eastern part of the country have been 
considerably in excess of the normal during 
the period mentioned. This may mean that 
they willbe deficient during the remaining 
six months, as the averages of heat or rain 
have been found to be nearly the same in one 
yearasin another. But the officials of the 
Weather Bureau say that it is impossible to 
make any forecast of the weather deg ona 
two or three days. 

There are, however, a considerable num- 
ber of persons in the country who do not 
share the opinions of the Weather Bureau 
with regard tothe possibility of forecasting 
the weather fora long period. The Posr- 
DisPaTcH has invited one of them to 
prophesy about the weather for the coming 


summer and he has kindly acceded. The 
prophecy is printed after Mr, Berry’s review, 
which follows: 

With the exception of the southern portion 
of the Florida Peninsula, where it was 
slightly cooler than the average, the temper- 
at ure of the first six months of the year has

Whea we say that our almanac was printed 
in the summer of 1893 and remind the reapers 
of the SUNDAY Post-Disratcu of recent 
earthquakes inall parts of the globe, and 
the local cloudbursts and floods that have 
swept certain parts of our country, together 
with. some of the most remarkable solar 
storms, or sun spots, they can draw in- 
telligent conclusions as to whether our 
theory and forecasts are being verified thus 
tar Into 1894. 

U the general princtples briefly hinted 
at above we wrote a general forcast for the 
coming summer. which was printed in our 
April Word and Works on March 15, in which) 
we said: ‘'By reference to our planetary 
tables we find that very much the same con- 
dition of thinks exists in July, August 
and september asin the same months in 1890. 
We eve that the Venus perturbation, 
which ts central on July 11 this year, coming 
as it does at the end of the June rains, will 
insure a sufficiency or rain for the develop- 
ment of all early crops.

The distinguishing fea- 
tures of this Venus disturbance are sudden 
and extreme changes in temperature,so that 
the month of July will be characterized by 
spelis of great heat, which, after active 
storms of unusual lightning and thunder 
with hail, will suddenly give place to phe- 
nomenal changes to cold, Readers of the 
SUNDAY PoOST-DISPATCH Who keep themselves 
posted in daily telegraphic reports need 
not be surprised to read that during 
sime of these sudden changes in July the 

ercury has dropped almost or quite tothe 
frost line along the extreme north parts of 
this and other countries. These changes 
will take place at the periodical times laid 
down as storm perlods—the periods being 
ushered in with growing warmth—reaching 
a crisis of phenomenal beat and ending in 
storms, followed by surprising revulsions to

according to our reckoning, will bea month 
of great dryness generally and much sus- 
tained warmth. To say that such is al- 
ways the case’’ is not according to truth, 
strictly speaking. August is sometimes 
rainy, and much more pleasant than other

During the summer months before us the 
tendency to volcanic and earthquake phe- 
nomena will be near the maximum tension. 
especially under the combined strain of both 
Venus and Jupiter periods. Careful ovser- 
vation willshow that earthquakes and all 
similar phenomena are parts of nature’s 
common periodicthroes and that they are 
children with the same family as the storm, 
and all the varied progeny of barometric and 
thermomeftric conditions.

The 
three points referred to in the 
Apostolic delegate’s letters are taken from 
the letters issued by Bishop Watterson to the 
clergy of the Columbus Diocese March 1, iu 
which he withdrew his approbation from 
every Cathelic socicty or branch in the dio- 
cose that has a liquor dealer or a saloon 
keeper at its head or among its officers, 
and he suspended every such society froa 
its rank and privileges ab a vatholic society 
until it ceased to be sco officered. He again 
published the condition that no 
one would be admitted fo membership 
who was engaged either as principal or 
agent in the manufacture and sale of liquors. 
While not condemning the Hiquor busi.

THEIR HARD LUCK HANDICAPPED THEM. 
Written for the SUNDAY Post-DIsPaTon., - 

Ihave read and heard so many, criticisms 
on my team that I think it about time that 1 
should go on record with an estimate of the 
Browns. I select the SUNDAY Post-DjsPatou 
as the medium for communicating with the 
fans with the certainty that I will reach all of 
them in this way. 

First let me express my thanks to thie press 
and public for their considerate treatment of 
us. While our shortcomings have been 
brought to our attention at times, no 
opportunity to praise our good 
work has been neglected.

expectations. I was confident that we would 
be always well up in the first division.

There was no regular first baseman until 
we landed Connor, Cooley, Peitz and I took 
turns about in playing the bag after Wer- 
den's release. Kid Gleason was also on first 
in one or tWo games. When Quinn received 
the injury which prevented him from play- 
ing, Dowd was sent to second, and as Cooley 
had deserted us and Henry Peitz was in the 
hospital, I was comrelled to put Joe Peitz, 
an amateur, in rigut field.

Is it not a wonder that we have done 
as well as we have against the more for- 
tunate and better equipped teams? I have 
learned a lesson from this bitter experience 
and | 6Uwwill:«€onevwer again try to run a 
team without an extra infielder. Shifting 
men from place to place to meet emergencies 
is Dound to result in the loss of games. 


PROSPECTS OF IMPROVEMENT. 

Now thatIbave given you the dark side 
of the picture I will tell you why I think that 
my team will justify the estimate I placed 
upon them Dy winning the majority of their 


games from now on. I piace great reliance 
on Mason and Twineham. Our battery de- 
partment will now compare favorably with 
that of any club in the League. Peitz and 
Twineham can dothe catching and this will 
enable mie to be a free lanceor utility man. 
Idon’t know where I could find players 
to replace my infielders to advantage. 
There are not in the whole League 
two men who play together as well 
as Ely and Quinn. They are 
like machinery in the execution of double 
plays.

It was opened forthe State ‘by W. u. WII.

Charles T. Noiand of St. Louis, one of the 
Gefendant’s attorneys. He made a close and 
logical argument of about thirty minutes 
length. 

GOV. JOHNSON PLEADS FOR SILVA. 

Then Ex-Gov. Charles F. Johnson entered 
upon bis argument, which lasted one hour 
and forty minutes. It was one of 
the ablest and most comprehensive ever de- 
livered in the Court-house here. He dwelt at 
length upon the bad management of the 
Rainwater-Bradford Hat Co., owing to the 
multiplicity of high salaried offices held by 
Maj. Rainwater, who thereby, the attorney 
charged, neglected the business of the arm., 
throwing its entire management upon Louls

Some surprise was expressed that Silva’s 
employers should have u ignorant of his 
financial exploits, but they explained it 
saying that he bad their entire confidence, 
and deing in possession of both books and 
cash could cover his peculations by manipu- 
lations. It was ftlally computed that 
Silva had made away with $175,000, and that 
he had been taking money out of the concern 
at the rate of $30,000a year for the past five 
years. Silva and his wife made their home, 
valued at about $12,000, over to the Raina- 
water-Bradford Hat Co., but it was after- 
ward found that prior encumbrances 
made this claim worthless. Most of 
the furniture in zue house was attached by 
creditors, Dut Mrs. Silva successfully resisted 
the saie of much of it, 

Sliva was away from thecity most of the 
time until Fevruary, though it was reported 
several times that,be had returned, and also 
that he had been seen In Various cities in the 
United states and in Canada.

Brewery Tax. 


INCONSISTENCY OF THEIR RETURNS 
WITH THEIR PUBLIC CLAIMS. 


Machinery, steck, Product, Tools. 
Horses, Wagons and Appliances of a 
‘Plant Which Covers 100 Acres Re- 
turned for $815.000—How the City 
and State Tax Is Compdtea. 


Since the sworn return of stock and sales of 
the Apheuser-Busch Brewing Association 
was made public in the testimony given on 
the trial of Henry Ziegenhein in the Criminal 
Court on Tuesday and Wednesday, the re- 
mark has been uttered on the streets and in 
offices of the city perbaps thousands of 
times: They have been getting off too 
cheaply.’* Indeed, Marshall . McDonald, 
Ziegenhein’s attorney, intimated the same 
thing very strongly in his statement before 
the jury, and even told resentatives of 
the association, in a friendly conversa- 
tian, that the concern paid too little 
license and taxes on stock and business. It 
has been alleged and printed, that the fail- 
ure of the Anheuser-Busch Association to 
proceed dgainst Ziegenhein civilly on ac- 
count of the loss of the check for $4,102 was 
dus to a knowledge that such a proceeding 
would certainly compel a show-down of their 
affairs and that would result in their pay- 
ment of larger sums in future, and possibly 
of arrearages. In view of these considera- 
tions, the following showing should interest 
every tax-payer. 
THE SWORE STATEMERFT. 

The sworn statement of the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing Association, on which the 
license charges and tax rates for the year 
1893-94 were bas<cd, and which statement was 
analyzed in the testimony of Chief Deputy 
Comptroller Fred Gabel on the stand in the 
Criminal Court, contains two principal items,

And yet the 
great Anheuser-Busch Brewing Association 
bought of the Government and paid 
for, $640,886.75 worth of beer stamps, 
nominally valued at$i per Darrel. hut the 
Government allows the purchasers of beer 
stamps 7% percent off, so that Anheuser- 
Busch’s purchases of stamps last year repre- 
sent an outpat of 688,952 barrels, worth 68.

But the city officials 
in computing the charge to be made on sales 
have followed the practice of allowing the 
brewing concerns to deduct from the total 
sum received from sales the actual amount of 
money paid to the Government for 
stamps.

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But Wall street Don’t Care Whether 
Tariff Is High or Low. 


Zrrzor OF THE STRIKE GOLLAPSE On 
RAILWAY SECURITIES.

It Has Cleared the Atr aud Brought a Re- 
vival of Speculation—The Bulk of Yes- 
terday’s Dealings Was in Trust Stooks 
— No Washizgton Orders for sugar 
Certificates.

New Yor«, July 21.—The tendency? toward 
improvement in the market noticeable in 
the early part ot tue week has been tem- 
porarily checked by later developments in 
the conditions on which its continuance de- 
pended. The sudden rise and fall of the ran - 
way strike in the West operated as a fnan- 
cial thunder storm in clearing the business 
air. The better sentiment caused by it and 
by the prospect which was then thought to 
exist ot a speedy settlement of the tariff dis- 
pute, resulted in the appearance in the mar- 
ketforthe first time in many days of other 
than professional Duyiag, and in 
an increase of activity which was notable. 
Operators for a decline who sold with 
the hope of inducing liquidation hastened to 
e oe their contracts, and thereby aided in 
stimulatingarise in prices. Although the 
increase in activity was chiefly evident in 
the industrials, there was also an improved 
demand for railway stocks that seemed to in- 
dicate more or less ofa revival of legitimate 
speculation. Itistrue that the renewed in- 
terest was not manifestto any extent, but 
there were signs that interests which had not 
deen identified with the market of late were 
feeling their way. The inclination toward 
betterment, although not marked as it was, 
has met with a setback on account of the 
inability of the tariff! conferees to arrive 
at an agreement in regard to the 
points of difference between them, and the 
renewal of gold exports to Europe. The re- 
sult of the tariff conference has been the 
main deterrent factor, It is a matter of com- 
aratively little import now, at all events so 
arasthe marketis concerned, whether the 
tariff question be decided in eue way or un- 
other. The one thing that is seeded ig that 
it shall be settled in some way. There can be 
no decided upward movement in the prices 
until a general business revival takes place 
through the country and this can de started 
only by the termination of the uncertainty 
pow existing in regard to tari@® legislation. 

The extent to which the resumption of ex- 
ports of gold will contine is largely a matter 
of conjecture, but although present indica- 
tions do not point toa heavy movement the 
renewal of shipments has served to aid the 
tariff uncertainty in Keeping speculation at 
a standstill. That the improved sentiment 
noticed early in the week has in it a con- 
siderable element of permanency, is proved 
by the steadiness of the market in the 
face of the unfavorable developments. En- 
couraged by the tariff inaction, gold exports 
and bad railway earnings, op®rators for 
a deellne renewed their attack on the 
market, Dut the result has been simply the 
creation of a newrshort interest. There has 
been little if any liquidation in the general 
list, and, although prices have sagged, they 
have for the most part held steady. A num- 
per of securities of the Union Pacific Co. 
and other lines included in the Union Pacific 
system have already been deposited in re- 
sponse to the call of the Reorganization 
Committee. The Northern Pacific Commit- 
tee has now secured a majorit of 
the third mortgage bonds and de- 
posits of consolidated mortgage bonds 
show a considerable increase over the 
amount received up to the time of the recent 
announcement made by the committee The 
Atchison committee is progressing with a 
fair amount of rapidity. The committee has 
already done a great deal of important work 
in conneetion with the rehabilitation of the 
system. It has — —, ite financing of the 
floating debt by taking upthe foreign loans 
ofthe company and has provided the funds 
necessary to pay the general mortgage cou- 
pons aue on Jan. I. It has also formed a 
syndicate which has underwritten the entire 
assessment of about $12,000,000 on the com- 
mon stock. The report ofthe expert, who 
has been examining the acounts of the com- 
pany, has not yet been received by the com- 
mittee and will not be made puDlic before 
next week. 

In Reading matters there has been nothing 
new. Rallvay earnings do not yet show any 
marked improvement, but managers ex- 
press themselves more hopeful in regard to 
prospects. Aslight betterment in the mat- 
ter of gross earnings was noticeable before 
the recent strike, and now that the strike 
has collapsed may be expected to again be- 
come apparent. The railways, of course, 
suffered areatiy from the interruption by the 
strike, butaconsiderable part of that loss 
must be made up in the future. Fer- 
ishable freight was to a great extent 
irreparably lost, but the transportation 
of freight of other kinds was only delayed. 
That some of the railways are already begin- 
ping to recover is proved by a comparison of 
earuings of the second week of July with 
those of the first week. In many cases the 
decrease in gross is much less for the second 
than the first. These roads, however, are 
the ones that are most indirectly affected. 
Those at which it was chie directed are, 
asarule, yet to be heard from, and if the 
Northern Pacific is to de taken as a Criterion 
they will make a bad showing. For the first 
two weeks of July the Northern Pacific earn- 


from the figures for the same period of 1893. 
Aithough the effects of the strike must soon 
disappear, they cannot show great im prove- 
ment until settlement of the tariff question 
paves the way for a business revival. The 
railways are making the Dest of the situa- 
tion, however, and a more consistent main- 
tenance of rates is noticeable. In this re- 
spect the meeting of the southern Rallway 
and Steamship Association, which is now go- 
ing on, is of interest. The members are mak- 
ing efforts to bring about an agree ent that 
will put anend to the disastrous rate war 
which has been going on for some time past. 
It is necessary that railroads should take 
such measures and adhere to them. The 
past year has been one of the most disas- 
trous in their history. In eleven months 
Atchison net earnings decreased nearly 
$4,000,000, and In the first five months of this 
year Union tor net earnings decreased 
ore than $2,000,000. 
ne movement of gola to Europe which has 
taken place this week is rather peculiar. 
The rallway strike caused a scarcity of scom- 
mercial pills in the market, which, while 1 
hardened exchange, did not put itup toa 
point that resulted in the shipment of much 
gold. One shipment last week can be traced 
to the lack of bills offering. More would have 
one had there been a more marked demand 
rom remitters. Continental exchange be- 
came much stronger as an indirect re- 
sult of the strike.

: TO THE MORTGAGE SHARKS. 


The Western Part of the Sunflower State 


Torrxa, Kan., July 21.—The extreme wost- 
ern part of Kansas is being slowly but surely 
G@epopuiated. The people who settled there 
@ few years ago, under the impression that it 
Wos an agricultural country, have become 
convinced that nature did not intend it for 
farms and are moving out as fast as they 
can uud other localities in which to set their 
stakes. Even those who have stood loyally 
dy the country, hoping against hope that the 
climate would change and that sufficient rain 
Would come to bring out the rich resources 
of the soll to make them wealthy, have been 
compelled to admit theories on this subject 
are not to be realized. Failure after failure 
ofcrops of all kinds bas finally taught the 
lesson and old residents are abandoning 
their farms ana moving. 

“There must be something in the atmos- 
phere of the rolling prairie at the foothills of 
the mountains that breeds hope in the mind 
ofmen or the depopulation of the country 
would have been accomplished long ago. 

_ Year after year these pioneers bave geen the 
bright prospects of early spring turned to 
Gesolation and despair by the burning sun 
end scorching winds of midsummer, but they 
have only been spurred to renewed efforts 
and have ploughed up the parched 
earth in the fall with the ex. 
pectation that the next year would 
bring rain at the time that it was most 
meded. Occasionally a season would come 
that would differ from the rule, a bounteous 
yield would be harvested and the farmer sur- 
prised at the success would walk on air and 
declare that Western Kansas was the future 
garden spot of the world.

MORTGAGED FARMS.

Oklahoma line, 200 miles. It was when the 
real estate boom swept from the Atlantic te 
the Pacific that Western Kansas was settled 
up. Crowds flocked there from all quarters 
of the nations, quarter sections were taken 
uo caunttes organized and cities bullt. 
Bonds were Voted and sold, mortgages given 
to loan ¢ompanies, and with the proceeds 
business was made to boom. és00n, 
however, there was nothing left to 
mortgage. Nothing was produced from the 
land aud settlers left their claims, taxing 
rr wild them save the mortgages. 
Aa the settiers began to more away, towns 
that depended on them for support were 
abandoned, and there is now many a future 
atcity whieh contains only an occasional 
use, unoccupied and going to ruin, standa- 
ing asa monument tothefaitho!r the Kast 
erm money lenders, who poured out their 
money in immense sums under promise or 
large rates of interest. They now own farms 
and corner lots on which they are paying 
heavy taxes to support the few people who 
remain and carry on the form of ideal gov- 
ernment. 
Thousands of those early settlers never in- 
seriousiy to remain on their 
claims and make farms of them. They made 
h im vYements to comply with the 
roved up underthe pre-emptiun act 
orrowed all the money loan companies 
would 2 then moved away, never 
trying or intending to pay their interest or 
imcipal. To the credit of most of those who 
mainedand make an honest effort to till 
the soll, they do not belong to this clase of 
Gishonest precuiatore and adventurers, They 
bave acted in good faith and, with a courage 
worthy ot a ter cause, have striven hon- 
estiy to Gevelopthe country. Their failure 
ig their mistortune and not their fault.

RUSKIN'S LETTERS. 


One Out of a Collection Written to «a 
Gulleless Friend.

The new bock from the pen of John Ruskin, 
Letters to a College Friend, which is not 
a volume of shreds and patches, is particu: 
larly welcome atthis time, when we were 
not expecting anything new from bim and 
when good reading of this sort is very scarce. 

The letters were written from 1840-45 and 
are ip Mr. Ruskia’s most intimate, which is 
bis most delightful style, In the Orst letter, 
written from Oxford, be apologizes to his 


friend for not havin anewered his 
letter earlier, an gives his 
Gally occgpation as his excuse. ‘I 
have got, he says, into ae train of work 
which leaves me lese time than ever—be- 
cause it is necessary, in order to preserve my 
eyes, which are weak, that I should not use 
them long at ope time on delicate work or 
subject, , While the Academy is open 
and lam at home, I have to gointo town 
every day to study Turner, is Knocks off 
much ofthe forenoon.

ings of all the branches of the early church. 

Have you ever sat meditatively n a pas- 
try-cook’s shop, with no selfish or glutton. 
ous designs upon cheesecake or ice, but to 
watch the pale faces and sunken eyes which 
pass lingeringly before the window and fall 

pon the consumers of the fruits of the 
earth, half in prayer and half in accusation? 
They have no conteption of zue meaning of 
the various devices for exciting and pam- 
pering the gorged appetite; they never 
tasted such things in their lives; they are so 
used to hunger that they do not know what 
taste means! 

But they gaze as they would on some 
strange Paradise, when they see the shadows 
of unknown dGelights—calis upon senses 
whose possession they scarcely knew. Have 
you watched them turning away, sick with 
famine, weak with desire, with the mild, 
sorrowful look of subdued reproach at the 
fixed features and hard brows within (for 
they are mere children,jand have not learned 
their lessons of rebellion against God and 
man)—and then reflected that there was bat 
the width and weight of a penny between 
them and the door? 

Have you seen some less pitiable urchin, 
one who has some slight conception of what 
is meant dy the word ‘tart,” pause before 
the ‘refuse’ chair, at the door, to eye the 
variegated, Diack, burned tin-tray, with its 
arranged square elliptical raspberry 
tarte—the slightest, the very shadow of an 
amicable adherence existing between them

With chemistry and mineralogy, 
which, though they go togetber, are totally 
distinct in the acters (of substances) 
considered, Iam compeljed to look at com- 
parative anatomy, es lally ef Oshes, in 
order to bave some äcquaintance with the 
fossil characters of rocés. Then I do not 
like to have to give up my Greek altogether, 
or I should entirely forget it, 

‘*Itherefore think m self very wrong if I 
do not read a little bit of Plato very accurate. 
ly every day; and 2 Plato necessarily 
mvolves some 1 8 of something more 
than languege. Finally, as in pursuit of the 
ancient school of religious painting, I must 
necessarily go to Italy, it is absolutely neces- 
sary that I should Know Italian 
that 1 have to read a 
Tasso every dax. which I do with 
difficulty, never having looked at the 
~— tilla month or two Daek, and I can- 
not suffer myself entirely. to forget my 
French.“ 

Such may have been Ruskin's day, but if 
ever an ordinary man were to write such a 
declaration he would certainly be considered 
an unconscionabile—fakir.

Johnson is said to have made a sharp dis- 
tinction between talk and conversation, aud, 
when speaking of an evening spent in 
society, he was remarked: There was 
plenty of tak Dut no conversation. He 
was one of a class of great literary men, like 
Addison and Steele, who seem to have gone 
out ot existence with the last century.

Ihave witnessed many a grand display of 
fireworks, but the grandest and most awful 
display of the Kind, and one accompanied by 
the greatest danger, is the everyday work- 
ing of a big Bessemer converting mill, where 
steel is made from the raw material. I 
visited one,and was conducted by the Super- 
latendent to the pulpit from which the hy- 
draulic cranes are worked, and which is con: 

sidered a place of ty. 

On one side the converters, huge egg- 
shaped vessels, were belching forth showers 
of sparks and yellow smoke and fame. The 
noise of the blast was deafening, while 
through the strong light of the blast {he 
workmen could be seen taking the red-hot 
steel ingots out of the pit.

THE DAGGER THAT KILLED OaRNOT. 


It Mas aber IHlangular Blade About 
fix Inches Long. 

This Gagger was purchased in Cette on 

June 22, two days before the tragedy, from a 

cutler named Guillaume. The blade ig tri- 


tracted a very mild form. On examining the 
cows these peopie milkea he found sthat the 
disease had d en out on the cows’ udders 
and on looking at those who had milked 
those animals he found that they had 
simijlarscabs on their hands. Evep when 
exposed to smallpox he found that these 
people did not contract it. 

This led him to experiment with cow pox 
virus, and from the Knowledge he derived 
from his experiments vaccination was given 
to the world, and it is safe to say that no 
discovery ever Made has done more to alle- 
viate human woe. It has been proven by 
Dr. Marson, a celebrated English physician, 
from reliable statistics set forth in his hand- 
book on vaccination, that one person in 
three would die of smallpox without vaccli- 
nation, while in the cases cf well-vaccinated 
persons only ove in 200 will die, His ex peri- 
ments were made in the London small pox 
hospital. 

The development of vaccine farming in the 
next half century, however, was slow, prin- 
cipally for the reason that those who wished 
to obtain virus could not find sufficient cows on 
which the disease had broken out sponta- 
neously. In 1860, however, a man who lived 
in the town of Beaujenay near Paris claimed 
to have discovered such a spontaneous case 
and he notified the Academy of Science of 
his und. That body sent a committee of 
three to ifivestigate and they reported 
that it was correct. This created duite a 
stir in the medica! world, and the virus that 
was secured from this source was distributed 
rar and wide. Among those who secured 
some of it was Dr. H. A. Martin of Boston. 
As soon as Dr. Martin heard of the discove 
he sent an agent to Paris to secure some o 
the virus, and when he brought it dack Dr. 
Martin started a vaccine farm of his own. 
Thus it was introdaced into America. 

Poiats are distinguished from quills and 
tubes as a means of carrying the Virus. A 
oint ts a small thin done piece about two 
nches long and one-fourth inch wide, point- 
ed at one end.

LEARNING TO SWIM. 


The great trouble with most boys when 
they frst try to swim is that they are 
afraid ofthe water. Some Dboys have such a 
dread of drowning that they grow up to be 
men and die of old age without ever having 
learned toswim. They are tobe pitied, for 
there are few finer sports than swimming, 
and none more useful. It is about the only 
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The Most Important Position. 


that brings all of the large muscles 
ofthe body into play at once. Base ball is 
1 for the legs, the eye and the arm. Foot 
will make a dig chested and tough, 
do that he will not very easily hurt. Ten- 
nis makes you quick on your feet, and is an 
excellent game to develop the muscles of the 
wrist. But swimming does all of these 
things and a great many more. It develops 
the chest, the arms, legs, wrists and neck, it 
greatly increases the power of the lungs; and 
above all, it tends to inspire confidence in 
the face of danger. 

The very first thing in learning to swim is 
to overcome a natural fear of drowning. In 
order to accomplish this it will’ be a wise

millarity with the water. it is bighiy im- 
portant that you should regard the water as 

our friend, instead of your enemy. If you 

ive near the sea coast you have an advan- 
tage over boys who can swim only in lakes 
and rivers, for the reason that salt water 
is heavier than fresh, and consequently 
will float a body more easily. There are 
many things that will sink id fresh water 
bot float in the ocean. This ability of the 
water to sustain floating bodies is termed 
buoyancy. Still, you need not be afraid of 
fresh water. There are boys who cao keep 
themselves afloat for hours in a lake or river, 
and it ie said that Mr. Gus Sundstrom, the 
champion swimmer of the United states, can 
swim 60 long in fresh water that he is obliged 
to stop only on account of hanger.

A RIVAL OF 1He fELEPHONSE. 


The Stethephone Invented by a Chicago 
Telegraph Operator. 


James Lowth is a telegraph operatogy He 
livesin Chicage and wears a wooden leg. 
Out of this wooden leg he constructed a 
Stethephone,as be calls it. The idea came 
to him a longtime ago, but as there was a 
patent on long distance talking, he had to 
walt. As the ‘‘receiver’’ of the Dell tele 
phone is no longer protected by patent 
Lowth has perfected his instrument which 
is certainly a wonderful contrivance. He 
tested the first model—the one made ofthe 


wooden leg, between Chicago and Milwaukee, 
two years ago. 

To describe the thing as concisely as pot 81 
dle, one must say that it is the old-time doc- 
tor’s stethoscope—the instrument with 
which the medicine Man measures the beat 
ofthe heart and listens to the wheeging of 
the lungs—connected with an electric trans. 
mitter and receiver, and made te answer the 
purpose ot a telephone. In the game manner 
thatthe stethoscope enables the 
to hear the slightest sounds pa- 
tient’s chest, the stethepnone transmits to 
an electric wire the vibrations of the larynx 
when one Is speaking, 

The accompanying cut Illustrates the form 
of the instrument and the way it is used. 
Both recetver and transmitter are on one 
plece of steel, which is applied in the man- 
nershown to the ear an © the throat di- 
rectly over the larynx. The projection at 
the lower end contains a sensitive button, 
nonelectrical, which responds to the physio- 


logical changes in the larynx and coevere 
the impressionto electrical parts inside the 
steel piece, whith in turn cause electrical un- 
dulations that pass Over the wires in the 
same manner that the telegraph and tele- 
phone messages are carried

zurope. She left Napoleon in despair, and 

arrivingat the Grand Hotel, in Faris, she 
had an attack of insanity. ‘‘Go away ou 
miserable wretches go away,’’ she cried to 
Messrs, Castillo and De Valle. ner favorites 
among her husband’s councilors, who had 
accompanied her on her mission. 

A little later she made her pilgrimaze to 
Rome to see the Pope and beg his interces- 
sion with the Mexican clergy, asa last re- 
sort. Falling on her knees before his holl- 
ness, shecried: st. Peter, issue a bull. I 
beg you, to all Christians, condemning those 
who wish to imprison me. 

Ine political part which she had wished to 
play ended in that supplication. She shut 
herself up soon afterward in Ohateau 
Miramir, and later she was transported to 
Belgium, where she has confined at frst in 
the castle of Tervueren and still later in the 
Chateau de Bouchout, where she is to-day. 

It is uneertain whether she ever knew the 
real endof Maximilian. At least, for years 
she has believed that he still lives as a pris- 
onerin Mexico. Only a few months ago she 
wrote letters to all the sovereigns of Europe, 
demanding their aid in his behalf. 


Cold Drinks. 


When refreshments are to be served on the 
porch or the tennis courta refreshing drink 
is the most important part to be considered. 
The wise housekeeper will make use of the 


following recipes: 

SHERRY COBLER. —US@ several slicés of pine- 
apple, cut in quarters, a lemon sliced In, 
an orange, one-halfcup of powdered sugar 
one tumbler of sherry wine, ice-water an 
pounded ice. Take a wide-mouthed quart 
pitcher and lay the sliced fruit in order at 
the bottom, sprinkling sugar and pounded 
ice between the layers. Cover the sugar and 
ice and let all stand to-gether five minutes. 
Add two tumblers of water and all the sugar 
and stir well to dissolve this. Fill the pitcher 
nearly full of pounded ice, pour in the wine 
and stir up from the bottom, until the in- 
gredients are thoroughly mixed. In pouring 
it out put a slice of each Kind of fruit ip each 
goblet before adding the liquid. It is best 
sucked through a straw. 

A REFRESHING DRINK.—MIx together two 
cupsful of sugar, one of lemon juice, a pint 
of the juice of raspberries, a smali pineap- 
ple grated, two quarts of water and ice 
enough to make very cold. Three quarts of 
the beverage can be made with these 
articles, It will be found delicious to serve 
ata lawn party. „ 

CLARET Fusch. —One bottle of claret, one 
fourth the quantity of ice water, two lemons 
sliced and one-half cupof powdered sugar. 
Cover the sliced lemon with sugar and let it 
stand ten minutes. Add the water, stir bard 
and pour in the wine, Put unded 1 
each glass before filling with the mixture. 

Ec@e-No@.—sSix eggs, whites and yolks 
beaten separately ana very stiff, one quart of 
rich milk, one-half oup of sugar, one-half 
pint of best brandy. lavor with nutmeg. 
stir the yolKs into the milk with the sugar, 
which should frst be beaten with the yolks, 
Next pour in the brandy. Lastly whip in the 
whites of three eggs. 

CURRANT WINE.—Pick, stem, mash and 
strain the currants, which should be very 
ripe. To one quart of juice aad three- 
quarters of a pound Of white sugar and one- 
half pint of water. Stir all together long 
and well, put intoa clean cask, leaving out 
the bung and covering the Able with a bit of 
mosquito net.
